After long years of conservatism as to dis- 
coveries to the contrary, Prof. Holmes con- 
cludes that there is no satisfactory evidence of 
man having lived upon this continent prior to 
the glaciers. The best proof against it is the 
absence of any trace of him in caves, which 
have been carefully explored. Pre-glacial man, 
though occurring in Europe,'seems not to have 
appeared anywhere in America. This has been 
a moot question for years. Many people have 
not understood why human life did not appear 
upon this hemisphere as early as it appeared 
on the other, but that seems not to have been 
the case. The European was ahead of us, and 
we owe to him largely the long and painful 
struggle out of an unsocialized state. If we 
have recently been able to repay in some de- 
gree this great debt, we are the more glad for 
the opportunity. Bad as the situation is now al- 
most everywhere, it is nothing to what it must 
have been through thousands of years in which 
man was no more than king of beasts. When 
we think of our homes, our womenkind, of the 
thousand refinements of human life, each bit- 
terly won and painfully wrought, we cannot help 
taking our hats off to the troglodyte sitting be- 
fore his cave in France. His was the great 
problem, and he approached it with no more 
than a few elemental ideals and a good stone 
ax. He hammered into men’s sxylls most of the 
things that have gotten in there. Whatever fin- 
ishing work we have done since then, we must 
recall that we owe to him the first cleavage 
between the brute world and the world of 
mind. A good progressive cave dweller a couple 
of geological periods back was worth more to 
the world than 10,000 right-minded men are 
worth to it today.

Coroner Vitt calls attention to the interesting 
fact that while as many as 124 automobiles 
were licensed in St. Louis as far back as 1902, 
it was not until March, 1907, that the regular 
toll of deaths due to automobiles set in. That 
is, for five years, though constantly increasing, 
automobiles hit nobody. They are now killing 
100 St. Louisans a year. The period in which 
nobody was killed was probably that in which 
automobile drivers were finding out whether we 
would let them do the things they are doing 
now. We have let them, and the consequence 
is 100 deaths a vear. In some other cities they 
didn't ‘let them do these things, and there is 
comparative safety upon the streets. Washing- 
ton is one of these. The Coroner thinks the 
blame Hes equally with the driver and the pe- 
destrian, but it doesn’t. “It lies with the law. 
Take pedestrians at Twelfth and Locust streets; 
There are from one to three traffic cops sta- 
tioned at this point, which carries the maximum 
automobile traffic, and virtually no one its hurt. 
The crazy drivers who kill and maim us every- 
where else—the wild-eyed boy in the delivery 
truck who violates the law everywhere else 60 
times a day, the precious speedster in his sport 
car who terrorizes the countryside west of town, 
and the thousand and one types of people,in 
automobiles who always want to go faster than 
they are going, though going faster than they 
ever went before in their Hives—they all slow 
down and behave themselves at Twelfth and Lo- 
cust, just as they would do everywhere else if 
we made them. There is where the blame lies, 
and scolding either the driver or the pedestrian 
is not going to do any good. We must scold 
ourselves for permitting such a condition to 
exist.
